For the snke of getting a 
scattering of green grass In the spring 
It Is the short-sighted practice In hun- 
dreds of localllles to fire the woods 
regularly. This results In killing thou- 
sands of small treei needed to con- 
tinue Ihe forest In the future, nnd also 
Injures o InrKO amount of marketable 
timber. Furthermore, such burning de- 
stroys n large nmount of rich vegetable 
fertilizer. 


Cuttle nnd hogs In hardwood stands, 


nnd hogs In long-leaf pines, keep the 
forest from being restocked. Damage 
from Insects can be rcdnced by cutting 
timber nt the proper time of y«ir and 
by utilizing llghlnlnjr-kllled trees with- 
out dolny, since they harbor destruc- 
tive pfits.

MUST BE HALVED SOON 


French War .Minister '-Reports 
That In Reduction of Formations 


Treaty is Not Carried Out. 


Paris.—According 
to 
Andre 
I<e- 


fevre, French Sllnlster of War, the 
trerrnan Army has been reduced to 
200,000 men. Ills figure Is still a long 
way short of 100,000, to which, ac- 
cording to the treaty terms and the 
subsequent agreement, It must bo re- 
.duccd by July 10. The reduction haa 
also not included the reduction of for- 
mations and M. Lefevre states that In 
many matters the Germans are still 
showing bad will. 


Some conditions of disarmament 


have been carried out, but others have 
been repeatedly delayed. 
What has 


been done, Lefevre says, Is this; The 
Germans have suppressed nil but four 
of the military schools and have re- 
duced the ammunition tsiipiilics to the 
required amount.

The federal reserve policy of defla- 


tion caused price cutting sales all 
over the country and made a great 
many merchants fearful 
of buying 


goods. They question, if they stock 
up again, If they will not again be 
forced by bank policy to liquidate.

ting in retail stores, with consequent 
slowing up of orders. But he sees no 
reduction in cost of labor and mate- 
rial, nnd tie is unwilling 
to make 


goods for slock. 
So all over the 


country factories are curtailing their 
output. 


Mfthy industries have sufficient or- 


ders to keep busy until September or 
October. 
But unless something is 


done to restore confidence in the fu- 
ture, they do not know where busi- 
ness is coming from after those dates. 
Some prophets foresee 2,500,000 men 
walking the streets looking for jobs 
by October 1. 


A.little 
uncertainty

healthful sentiment. . It will tend to 
make producers and 
jobbers'more 


conservative about the prjces they 
ask.. It will tend to quiet labor and 
end the epidemic of strikes. As tho 
season goes on, it would seem likely 
that all interests would be content 
with less margins of profit, in order 
to assure regularity of 
operation.' 


That can not help stimulating buying 
by the public, assuring the industries 
-sufficient work for the winter. 


The business machine 
can not 


possibly run smoothly with prices so 
high and production riot fully ade- 
quate. There must be much uncer- 
tainty and very likely some interrup- 
tions. But the inflexible credit sys- 
tem that has caused'the most serious 
financial trouble in past years, does 
not now exist. There seems to be a 


/th of sentiment among 
the 


people against extravagance and in 
favor.of production. So in the main 
the outlook scorns hopeful.
